The Missouri Highway Patrol Superintendent issued a 
warning today against blasting caps, which every year blind 
and maim many people. 
“ Blasting caps, used to detonate dynamite, are extreme­ 
ly dangerous," Col. Hugh H. W aggoner said. “To a child 
or the inexperienced, they may appear to he harmless but 
when detonated by someone not familiar with their use can 
become deadly.” 
Blasting caps are made of copper or aluminum about as 
big around as a lead pencil and from one to six inches long. 
There are two kinds of caps. One has a fuse which burns to 
explode the cap and the other is of the electric type. It has 
wires coming out one end. Their danger is magnified by the 
fact that they can also Ik* detonated by being struck with 
a stone, hammer or other instrument. 
The Patrol Superintendent said that an exploding blasting 
cap sends shivers of metal flying in all directions with the 
speed of a bullet and can severely injure a person at a dis­ 
tance of 200 feet. Col. Waggoner urged parents to warn their 
children about playing with the caps and asked any person 
finding one of the caps to immediately report it to the Pa­ 
trol or some other law enforcement officer. “These officers 
know how to dispose of the caps safely,” he added. 
Blasting caps are widely used in Missouri in mining opera­ 
tions, land clearing, pipe-line laying and many other indus­ 
trial and farming operations. Due to their widespread use 
they are often misplaced, lost or stolen and in this manner 
can come into the hands of children who think of them as 
mere noise makers and are severely injured when the caps are 
exploded. 
The Missouri Department of Education, concerned with 
the dangers o f children coming into the possession of the 
caps, is aiding in publicizing their lethal powers in all Mis­ 
souri Schools. It is hoped that teachers, parents and coun­ 
selors of children will warn their charces to never touch 
the explosives for any reason.

The Missouri Highway Patrol Superintendent issued a 
warning today against blasting caps, which every year blind 
and maim many people. 
“ Blasting caps, used to detonate dynamite, are extreme­ 
ly dangerous,” Col. Hugh H. Waggoner said. “To a child 
or the inexperienced, they may appear to he harmless but 
when detonated by someone not familiar with their use can 
become deadly.” 
Blasting caps are made of copper or aluminum about as 
big around as a lead pencil and from one to six inches long. 
There are two kinds of caps. One has a fuse which bums to 
explode the cap and the other is of the electric type. It has 
wires coming out one end. Their danger is magnified by the 
fact that they can also be detonated by being struck with 
a stone, hammer or other instrument. 
The Patrol Superintendent said that an exploding blasting 
rap sends shivers of metal flying in all directions with the 
speed of a bullet and can severely injure a person at a dis­ 
tance of 200 feet. Col. Waggoner urged parents to warn their 
children about playing with the caps and asked any person 
finding one of the caps to immediately report it to the Pa­ 
trol or some other law enforcement officer. “These officers 
know’ how to dispose of the caps safely,” he added. 
Blasting caps are widely used in Missouri in mining opera­ 
tions, land clearing, pipe-line laying and many other indus­ 
trial and farming operations. Due to their widespread use 
they are often misplaced, lost or stolen and in this manner 
can come into the hands of children who think of them as 
mere noise makers and are severely injured when the caps are 
exploded. 
The Missouri Department of Education, concerned with 
the dangers of children coming into the possession of the 
caps, is aiding in publicizing their lethal powers in all Mis­ 
souri Schools. It is hoped that teachers, parents and coun­ 
selors of children will warn their charges to never touch 
the explosives for any reason.

BUREAUS LIKE TO GROW 


The instincts which cause human beings to want bigger 
bouses, better cars, finer foods, more money and the like 
exist in everyone, including bureaucrats. They are useful 
Instincts, upon which all progress is based. 
But the instincts have to be channeled into acceptable lines. 
if they are going to accomplish any social good. They can 
produce hard work,, or crime. They can cause a man to collect 
paintings or pornography. But wherever a man finds him- 
pelf, the instincts tell him to amass stuff, and not let his 
accumulations of worldly goods grow smaller and of less 
value. 
The Soviet minister of Culture has found it so. The Su­ 
preme Soviet has reprimanded him because the 359 people 
in his bureau outfitted themselves with 2.881 chairs. 06 
sofas, 255 clocks to watch and other impediments in pro­ 
portion. 
Undoubtedly that Red Bureau would have found it more 
agreeable to hire people to sit in all those chairs than to 
give up the chairs. And so it is in our own sweet land. 
Sen. Harry F. Byrd of Virginia, who counts Federal noses 
periodically, reports we taxpayers are now supporting 2,- 
345,000 employees in the U. S. Government—and that those 
in civilian agencies are increasing while those in military 
agencies are stiH decreasing. Even so, the payroll keeps get­ 
ting bigger and now* exceeds a billion dollars a month. 
One of the ways in which the bureaus keep their fat is by 
refusing to give up unprofitable businesses. For instance, 
the U. S. owns a couple of ships, the Ancon and the Cristo­ 
bal. which lose money by plying between New York, Haiti 
and the Panama Canal zone, toting paying passengers plus a 
goodly number of non-paying Congressmen and their famil­ 
ies.
